Will the Wall Street Sharks Turn Loose ! 


~ Their Gold. 
FW ENGLAND AND THE WEST 


Come to the Rescue of the Govern- 
ment, but Wall Street Holds Off. 


THE DAY AT THE NATION'S CAPITAL. 


A Georgian Appointed—Others Who 
Haven’t Been Will Have a Good 
While to Wait. é; 


Washington, April 25.—(Special.)—The 
outward movement of gold continues. To- 
day $38,200,000 went out, of which $2,000,- 
(¥) was drawn from the subtreasury today, 
the rest having been taken out last Fri- 
day and Saturday. But for the offerings of 
the Boston and western banks tht gold re- 
serve would be depleted over two millions 
of dollars. These banks advanced $6,000,- 
®), $5,000,000 of it from Boston, so that 
the reserce remains intact with about 
four millions of free gold. 

Ir is now evident mnd admitted that the 
country was dangerously near a financial 
panic last week. The payment of treasury 
notes in silver would have been the signal. 
The continued payment of them in gold 
and President Cleveland‘s emphatic state- 
ment published yesterday morning that their 
payment in gold would be continued, have 
served to relieve the tension and have, in 
a large measure, restored public confidence, 
though the money market remains stiff 
and all danger is not averted. 

Conferences have been held between Sub- 
treasurer Jordan and the presidents of 
the national banks of New York. Secreta- 
ry Carlisle is very anxious to have them 
come to the relief of the treasury as the 
Beston and western banks have done—that 
is, turn their gold into the treasury and 
take greenbacks for it. This they did to a 
limited extent last February. 

They declare that they cannot do 80 
now. They insist that the government 
shall issue fifty millions of bonds for a 
specific perfod, so as to make them market- 
able and that half of them shall be placed 
in Europe so as to fetch back some of the 
gold shipped from tits Country; the New 
York banks would take the otber half. 
It is believed by them that this step would 
tide the government over until the Season 
of exports begins again and the balance of 
trade turns in our favor. 

‘The New York banks made a proposition 
to Secretary Carlisle which was rejected; 
then he made one to the banks which they 
rejected. The banks then made a counter 
proposition, Wich was cunsidered at the 
cabinet meeting today and declined. The 
secretary declines te state the precise na- 
ture of these various propositions, but the 
banks stand pat on their demands for 
marketable bonds. Anvther poiut gained 
is the knowledge that the administration 
is.not implacably opposed to a bond issue. 
It is, however, improbabie that bonds will 
be issued, save as a last resort to maiytain 
all classes of government obligations at 
par. 

It Takes Money and Lots of It. 

Postmaster General Bissell.and his as- 
sistants are struggling with the usual 
problem how to get through the fiscal year 
With the growing demands of the postal 
serrice on the meager appropriations made 
by congress. The biggest appropriation, 
outside of the salaries of postmasters, which 
are fixed by law, is that for clerks in 
postofiices, and the strain to meet the 
demand from the 65,000 postoffices of the 
country is something enormous. The in- 
crease in the appropriation this year over 
last was $300,000, but applications for as- 
sistance aggregating $2,000,000 were on 
file at the department when the year began. 
Chicago alone aske@: for half the increased 
appropriation and New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore were not far behind her. 
The increase for the next fiscal year in 
this appropriation appears on its face to 
be $500,000, but $59,000 is knocked out of 
this to pay for canceling machines, for 
which a separate appropriation was asked. 
The allowance for the Third-class offices 
has also been increased $20,000 and now 
stands at $620,000. These increases of 
about 3 per cent are only half the average 
increase of the postal Business of the 
country, which of late years has been 
nearly double that of the population. Mr,, 
Albert H. Scott, who has charge of thesdé 
allowances for office expenses, has only suc- 
ceeded in making absolutely essential grants 
for the remaining few months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year by canceling contracts for 
rental and moving the postoffices as rapidly 
as possible into new government buildings. 
The appropriation for the free delivery 
servite has been increased $500,000 each 
of the past two years, which is a little less 
than 5 per cent, the last appropriation be- 
ing $11,254,900. This appropyation is 
likely to prove inadeyuate for a proper 
service, because of the great increase of 
expenses caused by the carriers’ eight-hour 
law and the recent decision of the supreme 
court as to the interpretation of the law.

Seth Shepard's Career. 

Seth Shepard, the Texas lawyer who was 
appointed one of the associate justices of the 
hew court of appeals of this district, has 
dabbled im polities more or less ever since 
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ator, getting the seat under peculiar circum- 
stances. He was then living at Brenham, 
Washington county, which before the war 
had been the richest county in Texas. After 
the war it had a heavy republican or ne- 
gro (the two words are practically synono- 
mous in Texas as in Georgia) majority. The 
candidates for the senate were Shepard, 
democrat, and Matt Gaines, republican, a 
small and very black negro—the kind known 
in the Texas vernacular of that time as “a 
little bullet-headed nigger.’ Gaines was 
elected. Shepard contested. There was no 
doubt as to the way the election had. gone, 
but Gaines was charged with bigamy. It 
seems that he had a wife in the days of 
slavery and after ‘the war had married 
another woman. This was construed into 
bigamy by the state senate. Gaines was pro- 
nounced ineligible, and, instead of ordering 
a new election, the senate gave the seat to 
Shepard. Shepard was afterward nominated 
for congress, but was beaten by old Wash 
Jones, a greenbacker. 
A Michigan Story. 

A case “somewhat similar but different,” 
arose in Michigan after the election of 1890, 
when the state went democratic for the first 
time in many years. The state senate re 
mained republican by reason of the holdov- 
ers, standing eighteen republicans to four- 
teen democrats. The latter had the lieutenant 
governor, the presiding officer. One day the 
republicans attended the races in a body.

The democrats met as usual and had things 
their own way.

In some way old Fridlander learned that 
trouble was going to be made over his In- 
dian “‘wife’’ and he went to a democratic 
lawyer and laid the case before him for ad- 
vice. The lawyer looked into and said: 

“This case doesn’t amount to anything. 
Why should this squaw, after keeping quict 
so many years, now try to give the old man 
trouble? Evidently there is something back 
of this which does not appear on the sur- 
face.” 

He sent for the democratic leaders in the 
senate and laid the case and his suspicions 
before them. After a good deal of speculation 
they hit on the idea that it was a republican 
trick to give them a wajority so that they 
could undo the work of the democrats ac- 
complished in their absence. How to block 
the game was then the question. They bit on 
the device of having the old man arrested 
by a democratic oilicer on some trumped up 
charge, because so long as he was under ar- 
rest by one officer of the law he could not 
“ taken out of his custody by anvther of- 

cer, 

This plan was put in operation and Frid- 
lander was kept in friendly custody until 
the end of the session. ‘he republicans were 
foiled and the democrats retamed their con- 
stitutional majority. And KF ridlander was 
never arrested for bigamy. 


Secretary Carlisie’s Proposition. 

New York, April 25.—Today was con- 
sidered an off duy by the subtreasury of- 
ficials in this city, as no gold was engaged 
for export and there was less fuss and ftiur- 
ry vobservabie. Sbrieily stated, the con- 


tion to' the New York bankers yesterday 


is understood to have been this: He wisb- 
ed to know whether they would lend the 
government $50,000,000 gold for one year, 
from May Ist, the loan to be secured by 
ten-year government OD per cent bonds, to 
be issued at 117 1-2, which would be equiv- 
alent to a 3 per cent bond. ‘lhe terms of 
this proposition were that the bonds were 
to be piaced in trust with the secretary 
of the treasury or the subtreasury and as 
the banks turned in the gold, certificates 
were to be issued to them at par. At the 
end of the year the government was to have 
the option of paying for the gold with 3 
per cent interest. If the government could 
not pay the loan in gold-at the end of the 
year, then the banks were to surrender 
their certificates and take the amount of 
bonds ‘to which they were entitled at 
117 1-2. 

The answer of the banks was that their 
gold was held in their reserve required by 
bonds, 
which were not eurrent money, it would 
have to be replaced in other money, which 
would mean that they would have to call 


jn loans to an equal] amount. The result 


would be a very stringent money market 
and perhaps a panic, What the bankers 
are willing to do, although they have not 
made the direct offer. is: They will turn 
over $50,000,000 in ‘gold to the treasury, 
if it will issue in exchange certificates or 
notes bearing 21-2 per cent interest, which 
can be used as money. The certificates 
should be the same as the old clenring 
house certificates issued against collateral, 
which in this instance, would be gold.

A special tug, with the Associated Press 
flag at her fore, promptly put out to. sea 
and through the gathering haze and -driz- 
zling rain, sighted the fleet moving along at 
the rate of fully ten knots an hour in double 
column, with a perfect alignment, the dis- 
tance accurately marked 300 yards between 
each ship, 600 yards between each squadron 
—a stately and majestic sight. 

The big white flagship of Admiral Gher- 
aridi, the Philadelphia, headed the port 
column, the huge black British cruiser Blake, 
Admiral Hopkins; the flagship Newark, 
Admiral Benham, followed by the Atlanta, 
San Francisco, Bancroft, Bennington and 
Baltimore. Then the flagship Chicago, Ad- 
miral Walker, followed by the Yorktown, 
Charleston, Vesuvius and Concord. After 
them, bringing up the rear of the column, 
was the Dutch warship, Van Speyk and the 
German cruiser IXaiserin, Augusta and See- 
adler. The Blake was followed on the star- 
board column by the British squadron, the 
Australian, the Magecienne and Tartar, and 
by the Russian vessels, General, Admiral 
and Rynda. 

The Russian Flagship. 

The belated flagship of the Russian squad- 
ron, the Dimitri Donskovi, with the Rus- 
sian Admiral Koznakoff on board, awaited 
them off quarantine. 

Next came the Italian vessels Aetna and 
Bausan, and the’ Brazilian squadron, 
Abuidabahi, Tiradentes and Republica. 

As the Philadelphia in the lead nears 
the Sandy Hook light at 10:50 o’clock the 
fog whistle of the lightship gave a series 
of welcomes to its arrival, but the big. 
whit flagship swung round in majestic si- 
lence and crossing the bar and entering 
Gendey’s channel set the pace at a good 
ten and a half knots an hour, the Newark 
following close in her wake, and the At- 
lanta the regulation distance behind. Once 
fairly in the channel; the Philadelphia sig- 
naled the fleet to proceed without refer- 
ence to formation, ‘he vessels of the star- 
board column slowed down and allowed all 
the American fleet to round the lightship 
first. ‘‘hen the Blake and the other Brit- 
ishers followed, safely crossing the bar be- 
fore flood tide, 3:37 o’clock p. m., the 
squadrons of each column alternating un- 
til all had safely rounded and entered the 
channel, then the big guns of the Mianta- 
nomah boomed a welcome, but the hook 
was passed in silence, The leading vessels 
of the fleet turned to the southwest spit 
about 2:45 o’clock and entered the main 
ship channel. 

It was still raining, but the weather was 
not sufliciently bad to impair the movements 
of the ships. The Philadelphia slackened 
speed to about eight knots, so as to allow 
the other vessels to catch up and the entire 
fleet proceeded in gingle tile and in silence 
up the bay to the anchoring grounds, which 
Cuptain kiogers and his aides had selected.

IMPRISONED BY ZULUS. 


A Train Load of the Savages Lock Up the 
Conductor and Trainmen. 


Chicago, April 25.—A trainload of Zulus, 
bound for the fair, gave the railway crew 
and a squad of Chicago police a lively ex- 
perience this morning. The first heard of 
the affair was when Police Lieutenant 
Creighton received a telegram saying that 
900 savages had imprisoned the trainmen. 
A wagon load of bluecoats met the train 
at Sixty-first street. They found Conduc- 
tor Brown and his brakeman imprisoned jn 
the baggage car, while two hundred Zulus 
has possession of the train. The savages 
claimed that one of their number had lost 
some property and they were holding the 
conductor responsible. Lieutenant Creigh- 
ton, after an exciting palaver, quieted the 
Zulus and rescued the imprisoned railway 
emploves. The Zulus were then quickly 
transferred to the fair grounds. 


WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS 


And More Convicts Sent to Tracy City 
Mines. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 25.—The troops 
were withdrawn from Tracy City today, 
reaching this city at 1:30 o'clock p. m. Fifty 
convicts were sent from the main prison to 
Tracy City mines today and the civil guard 
has been increased. The authorities antici- 
pate no further trouble. 

A Mine Boss Assassinated. 

Little Rock, April 25.—Reports received to- 
day state that the troubles at the Eureka 
coal mines situated near Spadra, Ark., which 
have been brewing for the past five weeks, 
resulted in the assassination of Pit Boss 
Ingle Sunday night. The miners are on a 
strike there and have been posting notices of 
warning to new men against accepting em- 

loyment in the mines. These notices have 

een disappearing as fast as posted by the 
men. The miners. suspected Ingle of tearing 
them down. Sunday night as Ingle was walk- 
ing down the railroad track, he was shot and 
killed. Blood hounds was set on the trail of 
the assassins, and later in the night two min- 
ers were captured and placed in jail.

Dead—Harry Johnson, colored, janitor, 
slept in the building; Walter Williams, 
colored, janitor, slept in the building. 

Injured—E. W. Lattau, electric light 
lineman, burned about the neck and back, 
will recover; Christopher Wiggins, electric 
light lineman, burned about the back and 
shoulders, will recover. 

The loss to property is placed at about 
$215,000, which is very inadequately cov- 
ered by insurance. This includes the loss 
of $150,000 on the building, the scenery of 
the Trocadero concert troup and the hand- 
some furnishings of the various First regi- 
mental military companies. 

The fire started in the kitchen of the 
armory located in the southwest corner of 
the second story. How it started is un- 
known, but it made rapid progress and 
worked its way around the gallery to the 
north before it was discovered. 

Appeals for Aid. 

The crowd outside heard frantic appeals 
for aid and an effort was made to batter 
in the doors, but the stout oak was too 
well braced. The blows rained upon it had 
no effect and while the crowd oiftside was 
engaged in the fruitless attempt, the cries 
of those entrapped ceased and at the same 
instant the north wall and the roof seem- 
ed to separate, the bright flames leaped to 
the sky and with a crash the roof and the 
top of the wall fell in, while in the in- 
creased draft fhe flames spread with re- 
doubled force and the building was a fur- 
nace. 

While the unfortunate men were caught 
and cremated at the only possible street 
exit, another stirring scene was being en- 
acted a few feet away. Christopher Wig- 
gins and E, W. Lattau, electric light line- 
men in the employ of the theater man- 
agement, were asleep in the third story of 
the building. They were aroused only 
when the flames and smoke were close 
npon them. They attempted to reach the 
stairway to the door below, but it was 
ablaze guml impossible. This fact saved 
their lives and prevented their sharing the 
fate of the men at the front door. Una- 
ble to pass the stairway, the two men rush- 
ed to the Michigan avenue side of the 
building and ag the flames followed them, 
they opened the window and stood on the 
sill, their forms clearly outlined to the 
crowd against the background of the fire 
and. smoke.

All this would have’ been horrible and 
indefensible if the man’s guilt had been 
undoubted, but his innocence makes 
the tragedy barbarous and brutal in the 
extreme. We must suppress this lynch 
law business. Under such lawlessness 
there will be no certainty about any- | 
thing. Respectable citizens will lynch 
bad men, and bad men will get even by 
lynching good men. If a mob of 500 
men can lynch a suspect, why ot five 
men, two men, or even one man. This 
is what such methods lead to—a condi- 
tion of society in which every strong 
man makes himself judge, jury and ex- 
ecutioner. 

The second sober thought of our peo- 
ple is dgainst such anarchy. The black 
brutes who feloniously assault women 
will not escape justice, and to doubt 


ver was at a premium over gold and 
gold at a premium over greenbacks, 
showing the existence of what modern 
financiers would call a ruinous disloca- 
tion of our currency system. And yet 
there was nothing ruinous about it, 
The country prospered when silver was 
at a premium over gold, and gold at a 
premium over paper. The people got 
good prices for their products. The 
monetary standard had overleaped its 
real value, and its appreciation was 
represented in a premium that neither 
bothered the people nor interfered with 
business. A great statesman once &7id 
that “we must judge the future by the 
past.” The utterance has outlived many 
profounder sayings because it embodies 
a fact that appeals to all minds. 

Therefore, when we discuss “a silver 
basis” that is to be reached by a pre 
mium on gold, it will be wise to refer, 
by way of comparison, to the conditions 
that existed when the gold premium ex- 
isted and the Wall street wreckers 
were speculating in the rise and fall of 
the metal. To this point an element of 
that center is trying to drive gold again. 
Some of the financiers want bonds is- 
sued, and some of the financial specula- 
tors want gold to go to a premium, 
The probability is that gold will go to 
a premium before bonds are issued, and 
in view of that event it is well to say 
that a premium on gold under the pres- 
ent conditions would cause no embar- 
rassment to any business or to any 
class except those creditors who have 
been reaping the fruits of the increas- 
ing value of gold. 

On the other hand there would be a 
rise in prices, and the money employed to 
carry on business would not be over- 
valued to the extent of throttling en- 
terprise. Moreover, the premium on 
gold would be the means of hastening 
the remonetization of silver, and this 
event would bring about a _ readjust- 
ment of our finances in the interest of 
the people. 

We have ventured to discuss this sub- 
ject in order to reassure the minds of 
those who may be disturbed by the 
threats and prophecies of editors and 
writers who are talking about a silver 
basis. So contentious a monometallist 
as Matthew Marshall, the finaneial 
writer of The New York Sun, fails to 
figure out any crash, collapse or serious 
trouble from the “silver basis” brought 
about by a premium on gold. The bus- 
iness of the country and the interests 
of the people are safe.

“Not a dollar of our gold can 
you get until you issue bonds,” says Wall 
street.

it was furnished on American soil by 
Scotch-Irishmen and heard some very fine 
and patriotic speeches. 

The meeting was held for the purpose 
of joining the Atlanta Scotch-Irish society 
to that of the state. The state organization 
bas never been strong, possibly owing to 
the fact that Atlanta wasn't in it. Hon. 
R. L. McWhorter, a wealthy planter of 
Greenesboro, Ga., has’ been president of 
the state organization for some time. He 
was present at the meeting last night and 
presided while Atlanta’s Scotch-lrishmen 
were being added to the state organiza- 
tion. 

There were pronase about one hundred 
representative Scotch-Irish citizens of At- 
lanta, many of whom were accompanied by 
their wives and daughters. Wurm’s or- 
ehestra furnished Scotch-Irish music. 
There was but little formality in merging 
the two societies. President McWhorter 
stated that he could not act as president 
longer, and a committee of three was ap- 
pointed to select a president.

Mr. McBride made a few remarks in ac- 
cepting the honor, maying among other 
things that he wa® greatly surprised that 
he should be selected. 

Mr. P. Bloodworth was elected 
secretary. A number of vice presidents 
were elected. The matter of naming dele- 
gates to the national convention to be held 
in Springfield, O., May 18th came up, but 
only a few of the forty-five delegates to 
which the Georgia society is entitled were 
elected. Among those chosen were: Hon. 
W. C. Glenn, Hon. L. R. Ray, G. W. 
Adair, A. D. Ada, A. J. McBride, H. 
Quigg, W. L. Calhoun, O. P. H. Blood- 
worth, and James Dunlap. The president 
was empowered to complete the list. 

After the adjournment of the business 
meeting at 10 o’clock those present repaired 
to the dining room adjoining the hall, where 
a fine repast was enjoyed. The table was 
prettiffy decorated with greenery, ferns 
and the like, and was laden with all kinds 
of good things to eat. President McBride 
acted as master of ceremonies. There was 
no programme for speech-making, but a 
few impromptu remarks were listened to 


after the elegant supper had been at- 
tended to. 
The banquet was not a late one. The

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Fair weather prevailed yesterday in the 
eastern lake region and on the south Atlan- 
tic and gulf coasts, but in nearly all other 
sections of the country local rains have 
been reported, all of which were light, after 
7 o’clock yesterday mornfng.

THE NEW YORK MAR KET. 


TheDay on the Fioor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—While the stock mar- 
ket was by no means active, a much firmer 
tone characterized the dealings than of late, 
and the trend of prices was distinctly upward. 
The bears fought the rise step by step, and at 
intervdéls succeeded in bringing about reac- 
tions of more or less importance, but each de- 
cline brought in buying orders and substantial 
rallies ensued. Toledo, Ann Arbor and North 
Michigan continued heavy with a further de- 
cline from 24 down to 173-4. The weakness 
was due to. forced sales by operators who 
could not stand the risk of further loss, and 
also to the allegedgembarrassment of an offi- 
cial of the company, who from time to time 
has had issued large numbers of privileges, 
with a view of stimulating the rest of the 
outsiders in the market. Whether the puts 
made by this official will be honored or not 
is still an open question. The bears tried to 
use the break in Toledo, Ann Arbor and North 
Michigan, and Northeastern and Distillers 
against the market, but they were unsuccess- 
ful. The drop in Distillers was occasioned by 
advices from the west that the proposed bond 
issue would be hotly contested by certain 
other stockholders. New England broke from 
82 1-4 to 2v on sales of stop orders, but. ral- 
lied to 313-4. American Tobacco jumped 4, 
and reached 2 per cent. The general run of 
stock improved 1-2 to 21-2, with the Indus- 
trials in the lead. é 

Lead rose 23-8 to 39 1-2,Sugar 1 7-8 to 104 
and General Electric to 2 1-2 to 100 1-2. There 
was good buying of the Grangers. Burlington 
and Quincy was especially strong, selling up 
4 3-4 to 1411-2.

Cables from Liver- 
pool to ourselves and others reiterate the statement 
that the market is adversely affected by fears of coms 
mercial panic in America through the contraction o 
the currency which would follow if we went upon a 
silver basis. Under this impression Liverpool deoliaed 
today 4@5-64d, closing quiet and steady, and spinners 
were not slow to suppose that the rumors would be 
confirmed and they would be able to secure the cotton 
at their own prices. Our market opened steady at 3@ 
i points decline from yesterday’s quotations, became 
slightly easier and has since rallied to within 2 points 
of the prices current yesterday evening. The temper 
of the market remains decidedly bearish in view of the 
advices from Liverpool, although this and the southern 
markets are the lowest in the worid. Crop accounts 
do not materially improve. No doubt a great deal of 
mage has been done by the recent cald weather in the 
ississippi valley, andthe crop needs rain in Texas. 
Throughout the northern cotton belt rain would be 
beneficial, but warm weather is the first requisite. A 
cold wave appears to be extending from the Rockies 
down through Texas, and the weather probabilities 
indicate colder weacvher through that section of the 
country for tomorrow. The New Orleans <otton ex- 
change bas changed its form of contract to agree with 
that adopted by the New York cotton exchange last 
year, excluding anything below good ordidary from 
delivery on contracts. Cotton of that grade, however 
is very scarce, and commands relatively a premium at 
the present time. The surplus cotton of America 
seems to be composed of very fine grades for which 
the European buyers are not willing to pay the pre- 
mium demaned. Itis the fear of the tende: of these 
high grade cottons upon contracts that maintains the 
difference between spot cotton and contracts. During 
the afternoon the market maintained the steady tone 
acquired in the morning, and the close was within one 
or two points of last evening’s figures.

S. Garlington Leak has been at his old 
ugly tricks again, and so strong and per- 
sistent has grown the demand for him that 
he has gone to Chicago to escape the im- 
portunities of his victims and to evade the 
consequences of his disagreeable fame. 

For a brief period of four or five months 
he has been hidden from public view and 
the police have been given a rest. It was

AN EFFORT MADE TO GET REDWINE. 


Dr. Greene DecidesiThat He is Not Well 
Bnough to Go-—Confined to His 
Room in Hotel Fulton. 


Still the end is not, and in order to drag 
out a few more weary days, and draw pay, 
the grand jury adjourned yesterday after- 
noon until tomorrow morning. 

A iarge numbér of witnesses were ex- 
amined with great repidity, and for the 
time being the grand jury was hard at 
work, but the witness that Colonel James 
wants more than all others is still on the 


sick list. 

For the past week or two, the district 
attorney has been trying to get Redwine be- 
fore the grand jury. but without any suc- 
cess as he plead sickness and was allowed 
to remain ip his room at Hotel Fulton. It 
is also known that the attorneys of Red- 
wine are averse to allowing their client to 
testify, and have refused to let him make 
a clean breast of the entire affair as he has 
stated time and again he desired to do. 

Yesterday morning Colonel James was 
fully determined to have Kedwine appear 
before the grand jury if he was in any 
condition to do so. Redwine’s attorneys 
stated that their client was too ill to come 
and Redwine himself said he was feeling 
very muchly under the weather. This did 
not satisfy Colonel James, however, and he 
sent for Dr. Clem Greene, who is the 

Dnited States physician for the jail, and told 
that gentleman to call on Redwine aid 
make a thorough examination of his physi- 
eal or mental ailments. Accompanying 
Dr. Greene was Dr. William P. Nichol- 
son, and the two visited Redwine at the 
jail. According to the testimony of both 
doctors before the grand jury, Kedwine is 
very sick, aud while he is not in a serious 
condition by any means, it was deemed un- 
wise to bring him from the jaileto the fed- 
eral building. The testimony of the phy- 
sicians, of course, settled the matter of 
Redwine's testifying, and Colonel James 
said that he would not, acting under the 
advise of experts, have Redwine brought 
before the grand jury. He stated that, 
however, if the physicians had reported 
him in a favorable condition, he would 
have had him to testify. 

The attorneys of Redwine might have 
objected to this in due time, however, and 
@ very interesting legal fight might have en- 
sued between Colonel Hammond and Col- 
onel James. 

In the meantime, while awaiting the re- 
ort of Dr. Greene, the grand jury was not 
die. The first witness in the morning was 
Captain Robert Lowry, who is president 
of the Clearing House Association. His 
testimony was along the line of how the 
banks settled up between each other after 
a day’s business, and he remained in the 
jury room nearly an hour. 

Mr. Porter Woodson, of the Merchants’ 
bank, was recalled and made some addition- 
al statements to the jury. He remained in 
the jury room only a very short while. 

The other witnesses were as per the fol- 
lowing names: Captain J. F. Burke, Mr. 
W. D. Grant, Mr. Charley Ryan, Mr. 
Wilson, of the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company; a Mr. Ward, Mr. E. H. Thorn- 
ton, of the Neal Loan and Banking Com- 
pany; and Mr. F. M. Coker, of the Bank 
of the state of Georgia. The last witness 
was Mr. Steve Ryan. 

Liquidation Appears to Be in Sight. 

Information was yesterday telegraphed td 
Comptroller Hepburn, that the Gate City 
National bank would very likely liquidate 
within a week. 

The telegram went from Examiner Stone. 
Upon being seen, he said that negotiations 
avere in progress by which the building would 
be sold, and cash would be realized which 
would authorize a winding up oft he whole 
business. The precise nature of the nego- 
tiations could not. be learned, 

From another source, however, it was as- 
certained that the probable purchaser of 
the building would be the New York Life 
Insurance Company, which is anxious to 
establish a first-class general southern head- 
quarters in Atlanta. This company has 
large interests in Atlanta, and it would not 
be surprising if it completed its holdings 
by the acquisition of the magnificent Gate 
City building. - : 

It is also likely that the Gate City Na- 
tional bank, in new quarters and under new 
management, will soon be in shape to re- 
sume business. : 

The impression which might have been 
created by the interview printed yesterday, 
that there was a coolness between the 
Messrs. Hill and Mr. McCandless, would be 
unjust to all gentlemen concerned.

TWO COMPANIES LOCATE HERE, 


Anda Third is Looking Over the Ground 
With the Same Object in View-A ~ 
New Business. 


That Atlanta is rapidly becoming the 
very heart of this entire sunny south is be- 
ing demonstrated every day, and it is not 
only the railroad center, but it is also the 
distributing point of all the large manu- 
factories. . 

Not many moons ago a thread company 
announced that in the future Atlanta would 
be the distributing point for them, and 
that they would establish a headquarters 
to which all the thread would be shipped in 
bulk, and distributed from here to the en- 
tire southern section. 

The announcement of this move had hard- 
ly been given out when there Was news 
that a second largé thread company would 
make their headquarters in the Gate City. 
And the second factory is hardly less large 
than the first one. On the heels of all this 
is a rumor that a third thread company, 
not to be outdone, will establish distributing 
quarters here and will employ a large cler- 
ical force. 

Two of the three thread companies, the 
Clarke and the Coates companies, have al- 
ready secured a building and shipments 
of thread will commence at once. 

The Clarke Company will open a distrib- 
uting house here for the south Atlantic 
states. The thread of this company is 
made in Holland and in America, and every 
inch of the thread is made out of Georgia 
long staple cotton. The Clarke company 
claims that it makes the best thread in the 
world and the cotton used is the best kind 
for the purpose. In the thread works there 
are 10,000 hands employed. The annual 
business of the company runs up into the 
millons of dollars. In the branch office 
here, there will, of course, be a large cler- 
ical force, as the business will be extensive 
and there is room for both companies. 
The headquarters will probably be in the 
wholesale store of the Kiser Company. 

The J. P. Coates Company has some- 
thing like $20,000,000 invested, and about 
$4,000,000 would cover the output of this 
factory. The headquarters of this company 
are situated in Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and soon will be in Atlanta. A portion of 
the fine, new building on Broad street, the 
first floor of which will be occupied by the 
Beck & Gregg hardware store, will be the 
headquarters of the Coates company, and 
the territory covered will be Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, South Carolina and Alabama. 

The third company has not yet fully de- 
cided upon establishing headquarters here, 
but it is safe to say that the managers are 
too enterprising to allow other thread com- 
panies to step in and block some of the 
finest territory in the United States. 

The move on the part of the thread com- 
panies is a good one, both for the companies 
and for Atlanta, and it will add to the in- 
come of trade.

HE WAS APPOINTED YESTERDAY 


Other News at the Capitol of ‘Georgi:— 
What Happens There from Day 
” to Day. 


W. S. Yates is the new state geologist. 

The governor appointed him yesterday, 
and he was wired the news immediately. 
He wil] come to Atlanta without.any de- 
lay and enter upon the duties of the office. 

Professor Yates is a well-known scientist 
and hig reputation as a geologist is all that 
could be asked to qualify him for the posi- 
tion to which the governor of Georgia 
has appointed him. 

He is a native of North Carolina and is 
a comparatively young man. He has been 
out of college about. ten years, and has 
devoted himself to the sciences ever _since 


he left his university. He comes with thg 


highest recommendations from the New 
Jersey college of sciences, and also from 
the Smithsonian institute, with which he 
has been connected for, several years as 
a teacher of geolological science. 

He graduated in 1878, but has been a 
hard student of the sciences much of the 
time since then. In 1881 he was made as- 
sistant scientist in the department of niner- 
als. and econome geology in the United 
States national museum and a month af- 
terwards was placed in charge of the min- 
eral collection of the department. Since 
the deuth of the curator he has’ had im- 
mediate charge of the department, and his 
work has been such as has brought him 
in close study with all manner of min- 
erals, ores, gems and semi-precious 
stones. 

He is a thorough scientist and a prac- 
tical geologist. 

The governor expects him to come to 
Atlanta very soon to enter upon the work 
‘of the department wich nas been 80 
sadly negiected jately. His appointment 
by the governor was confirmed by all] the 
members of the board yesterday at a meéet- 
ing held for that purpose. No action was 
taken by the board with reference to the 
election of his assistants, it being deemed 
advisable that this should not be done un- 
til the principal geologist arrives and is 
consulted in the matter. It will be the 
endeavor of the board to make things in 
the geological] board move along more 
smoothly than heretofore and for this rea- 
son the chief geologist will be consulted as 
to the best men to place under him as his 
assistants. 

The governor says he has been p¢ctitioned 
by the citizeng of northeast Georgia to have 
the report of Mr. Whatley, the former as- 
sistant geologist, published, as it is the 
only work that bears upon the region in 
which they are interested. He says that 
he will leave it with the new geologist 
whether it ought to be published or. not, 
there having been some sort of doubt in the 
mind of Dr, Spencer, the former geologist, 
whether it was proper information to be 
published. 

That Lynching Don’t Go. 


_ Governor Northen yesterday issued an 
important order that bears directly upon 
the burning of the negro in southern Geor- 
gia not many days ago, and has a special 
tendency to show how the governor is 
down upon this thing of lynching. 

It will be remembered that not many days 
ago Mr. Bob Burnett was shot and killed 
by an unknown person while he was asleep 
in his store. A posse was soon on track 
of the murderer and he was caught and 
tied to a tree and burned to death. 

The governor was much mortified at the 
action of the mob and inquired into the 
particulars of the incident. He is satisfied 
that there was nothing to warrant such 
conduct and has issued the following order, 
which was yesterday recorded upon the 
books at the statehouse: 

State of Georgia, Executive Department: At- 
lanta, Ga., April 25, 1893.—Whereas, Official 
information has been received at this depart- 
ment that on the 13th of April, in the eounty 
of Quitman, a murder was committed under 
circumstances of great atrocity by a band of 
lawless men upon the body of a negro man 
name unknown, E 

It is ordered that the secretary of state 
record and issue a proclamation offering a re- 
ward of $200 each for the arrest and deliy- 
ery of said malefactors, with proof sufficient 
to convict, to the sheriff of Quitman county.
